Peking, Nov. 30. — Inquiries made 


here ia Chinese official circles confirm 
the statements, contained in dispatches 
from Shanghai, giving the substance 
of the demands made by Baron von 
Heyklng, the German minister to Chi- 
na, as a result of the murder recently 
of German missionaries and the de- 
struction of German mission property. 


Germany asks for the discovery and 


execution of the murderers of the mis- 
sionaries, Nies and Hennle; the pun- 
ishment of the implicated officials. In- 
cluding the governor of Shan Tung 
province, in which part of China the 
mission was situated; tne reconstruc- 
tion of the missionary buildings; the 
payment of an indemnity of 600,000 
taels to .(be relatives of the victims; 
the payment of a heavy indemnity to 
cover the expenses of the German na- 
val expedition and bhe maintenance of 
the German force at Kiao-Coou bay; 
the railroad monopoly of the Shan 
Ttmg province, and the occupation of 
Kiao-Chou as a German station. 


China will refuse the demands of 


Germany, but will express willingness 
to make ascp3« reparation for the mur- 
der of the missionaries and for the 
damage done to the mission property. 


Russia, it is understood, is not yet 


helping China, but the latter country 
has decided not to provoke hostilities, 
and to trust to diplomacy for a settle- 
ment of the 
difficulties which have 


arisen in connection with the mission 
outrages.

Bnt 
inductive science, which bnilds its own 
bridges, has not yet spanned the chasm, 
small though it appear. Until it shall 
have done so the bridge of organic evo- 
lution is not quite complete, yet even 
as it stands today it is the most stupen- 
dous scientific structure of our century.

Copper Tempered by Mound BoUdcn. 
Ed A. Schloth has received from a 


friend in Savannah, Ills., a long and 
small spearhead, a small knife, on awl 
and a needle taken from one of the pre- 
historic mounds near that city. The tools 
are all of tempered copper, and when 
suspended by a thread ring like steel. 
They have been hammered oat and tem- 
pered, and after having been buried in 
a mound for no ouo knows how long 
still retain their temper.

A dispatch from Anderson, In- 


diana, says: Judge McOlnre to-night 
banded down tbe most important da 
elsionyet rendered In Indiana on 
natural gas waste, IB which he fully 
establishes tbe constitutionality and 
application of the natural pas laws 
which make well owners finable S200 
for every 10 days' waste. ^Thls will 
put at least a temporary end to the 
movement to call a special session to 
enact new gss laws. The points at 
law were If the law applied to s well 
producing both gsa and oil. 


The defence set up tbe claim that 


escaping gss was not wasted, but 
properly utilized la mining the oil; 
that there was no way to get tbe oil 
and leave the ga»; that'property 
owners bad certain rights; that cap- 
ping wells against gas destroyed their 
property. 


This means tbe shutting down of 


all welU to tbe gas belt. Some have 
•5,000 fines against them. Mo oper- 
ator can afford §30 a day fine. In toe 
Aletandria field oil is never found 
unless accompanied by gas, and it is 
necessary to let the gas escape to 
bring up the oil. 


Tbe 29 wells being operated each 


produce from 26 to 200 barrels of oil 
per day, and shoot off from 2,000,000 
to 10,000 000 cubic feet of ffas during 
the same space of time. The oil Is 
trained oft ana tbe gas Is turned 
oose. Tbts waste amounts to not 
less ths§ IQ 75,000,000 cubic feet of 
;aa per day, or enough to supply the 
entire gas belt, has been going on 
now for six months, night and day. 


Tbe waste of 75,000,000 cubic feet 


>er day, sold even at 10 oenti per 
thousand— Obicsgo pivs 75 cents- 
would amount to 17,600 per day, but 
t Is worth much more than that to 
ihe manufacturers who drtw upon It 
for their plants and to the consum- 
ers now strung throughout Indiana, 
Ohio and Illinois who draw upon the 
reservoir for fuel.
